Jesse James Roberts Jr., elu- 
sive 33-year-old Georgia auto 
thief, was recaptured yesterday 
afternoon by FBI agents at a 
Wewahitchka, Fla., tourist court, 
and a few hours later tried un- 
successfully to shoot his way out 
of jail with a smuggled pistol. 

A group of FBI agents surprised 
Roberts at the tourist court at 
2:15 p.m. yesterday, Special 
Agent Gordon Shanklin, in charge 
of the FBI's Mebile office, told 
The Constitution last night. 

Shanklin, however, would not 
identify a Tifton, Ga., woman 
who was in the cabin with Robeysts 
when he was arrested. He said 
nv charges had been placed 
against her. 

,Shanklin said Roberts was 
traced to the tourist court by an 
automobile stolen at Tifton which 
| agents found parked outside Rob- 
‘erts’ cabin. Georgia officers 
‘traced Roberts to Tifton on Dec. 
25 following his escape Dec: 20 
from the Greene County jail at 
Eutaw, Ala.

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Congress Faces 
Critical Session 


On Oct. 9, 1774, John Adams.wrote his 
wife a letter in which he said: 


“The business of the Congress is tedi- 
ous beyond expression. ... Every man in 
it is a great man, an orator, a critic, a 
statesman; and therefore every man upon 
every question must show his oratory, his 
criticism and his political abilities.” 

On Wednesday, the 83rd Congress will 
convene as the 192nd session of the na- 
tion’s representatives. 

A special law was required for that 
date. Under terms of the 20th Amend- 
ment, “Congress shall assemble at least 
once in every year, and such meeting shall 
begin at noon on the third day of Janu- 
ary, unless they shall by law appoint a 
different day.” Since this year Jan. 3 
fell on a Sunday, the Congress last year 
adopted a joint resolution setting Jan. 6 
as the opening date. The 83 Congresses, 
from 1789 through 1953, held 191 sessions, 
of which 165 were regular and 26 special. 

. * . 


The business of this Congress often 
will seem as tedious as did the first Conti- 
nental Congress to John Adams... the or- 
dinary business of human existence and 
government is tedious. But there will be 
days of excitement and heated contro- 
versy. 

Since President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
last year was able to obtain what measure 
of success was his only because of Demo- 
cratic votes, this year he has invited Dem- 
ocratic leaders to meet with him tomor- 
row, the day before the session begins. 

It is a courteous gesture, but no more 
than that. The State of the Union Speech 
already is written. By tomorrow it will 
be mimeographed for press release on 
Wednesday. The Democrats invited, of 
whom two are Senators Walter George 
and Richard B. Russell, are appreciative 
of the courtesy, but aware of the realities. 

They are grimly determined to win 
one victory. 

It will be threshed out on Capitol Hill. 
The President will not be involved. The 
Democrats are going to obtajn greater rep- 
resentation on committees. They could, 
if they wish, make a fight on organiza- 
tion of the Senate. There are 47 Repub- 
lican members and 48 Democrats. Sen. 
Wayne Morse, Independent and bitter foe 
of the administration, would have to vote 
with the Republicans and join Vice Pres, 
Nixon, who votes only in a tie, to give 
the GOP control—if a ‘fight should be 
made. The Democrats want the GOP to 
have control, but they are going to exact 
a price—more committee members.

The Congress could be a fiery one—or 
a quiet one—depending on the President. 
Reportedly, he is determined to drive 
through his recommended legislation. 

So the session could be a heated, angry 
one. 

Our military strength is declining—so 
the Army privately says. Some echo of 
that will reach the Hill. On foreign pol- 
icy in general, the President can again 
count on Democratic votes. But the Dem- 
ocrats are going to look at every package 
carefully ... much more so than in 1953. 

It is an election year and for both par- 
ties a critical one. 

Each must go before the people on the 
record of this Congress.

Public Transit Looks 
To a Better Future 


Nationally, transit officials are opti- 
mistic about the future of public trans- 
portation. And they put Atlanta on the 
honor roll of cities “making successful ef- 
forts to eliminate traffic congestion and 
continuing to lead the way in such experi- 
mentation.” 


The one thing they see holding up 
both the schedule and the fare is the 
street congested with parked Cars. 


Says George W. Anderson, executive 
vice president of the American Transit 
Assn., as quoted by the Wall Street Jour- 
nal: “Fares could be kept down if the 
traffic flow on downtown city streets of 
America could be speeded up.” 


The Anderson statement checks with 
the Atlanta Transit Co.’s contention that it 
could make money without fare increases 
if it could move its buses one mile an hour 
faster. 

The Georgia Senate transit investiga- 
tive committee made recommendations as 
to how transit could make that mile-an- 
hour increase. Some of those recommen- 
dations are such that the transit com- 
pany itself can carry them out. Officials 
of the company say they are out to earn 
an “A” for effort. They are experiment- 
ing with a pay-as-you-leave plan as rec- 
ommended by the committee. They are 
making other changes within their juris- 
diction. 

But the transit company can do noth- 

' ing about a parking ban on streets criti- 
cal to transportation. Nor can it imple- 
ment more effective traffic law enforce-

finally to public opinion. 


Surely, 1953 has made the American 
city, Atlanta especially, transit conscious. 
The industry has been doing a fair job of 
selling itself... one bus carries as many 
passengers as 30 private cars, the inci- 
dence of traffic accidents is 35 times 
greater in a private car than on a public 
transit vehicle, the use of buses elimi- 
nates the frustration of parking worries 
and so on. 


There remains for transit the further 
important assignment of improving its 
service and doing everything within its 
power to roll the buses faster. Govern- 
ment faces the obligation of clearing the 
tracks so that all traffic, transit and pri- 
vate, can roll. 


We might as well face it—streets were 
built for the movement, not the storage, 
of automobiles. Curbside parking down- 
town must go the way of the hitching 
rack.

Georgia Teachers Get 
Sick Leave Statute 


Georgia schoolteachers are promised a 
deserved employment benefit through 
legislation passed by the 1953 General As- 
sembly in regard to sick leave. 


A bill sponsored by Walker County 
Reps. Albert Campbell and Bob Coker and 
signed by Gov. Talmadge entitles teach- 
ers to sick leave at full pay on the basis 
of one and one-fourth working days for 
each month of service. 

The leave is not cumulative, but the 
law does give the teacher at least 10 days’ 
sick leave for a full school year, the leave 
subject to supervisory approval. The 
teacher who is ill does not have to pay 
the substitute, either. The law takes care 
of that. 

(The one thing the Assembly failed to 
do was appropriate money to pay the 
substitutes. ) 

Of course, progressive school systems 
have always given teachers the advantage 
of sick leave. But unfortunately not all 
systems have been progressive. 

Gradually, we are getting around to 
recognizing teachers as human and giving 
them benefits that employes in private 
industry have had for a long time. There 
is hope that some day teaching can be 
made sufficiently attractive to overcome 
the alarming shortage that now exists 
within the profession.

Britain Is Paying 
Her Debt to America 


In the letters column today, Michael 
Fellowes, able British information officer 
for the Southeast, calls attention to the 
fact that on Dec. 31 Britain paid her an- 
nual installments on her debt to America. 

He calls our attention, too, to the fact 
that total grants and loans were made to 
Britain between Jan. 1, 1946 and Dec. 31, 
1952, in the amount of 2,556,000,000 
pounds. What this figures in dollars is un- 
certain since currencies have fluctuated 
in value. 

It is significant, however, that the 
British have made grants and loans them- 
selves in the amount of 1,504,000,000 
pounds. In other words, half of the grants 
and loans she has received have gone to 
other areas in the international job of re- 
habilitation. 

In proportion to her resources, Great 
Britain has borne her share of the load in 
world responsibilities. With years of aus- 
terity and sacrifice behind them, the 
British people continue to win admiration 
for their dogged determination and de- 
votion to the ideals of freedom and de- 
mocracy. 

As far as all the loose talk about Brit- 
ish trade with Communist China and 
Russia, there is no evidence to substanti- 
ate accusations that she has permitted 
trade in. strategic materials. Business 
Week, for instance, reports that British 
orders booked for China this year 
amount to about $17,000,000. What Com- 


monwealth nations do, of course, is pretty. 


much their own business. Trade with 
Russia has been a mere trickle up to now. 

May the new year strengthen the 
bonds of friendship that have made the 
combination of English speaking peoples 
the most powerful force in the world.

Is Paying in Full Her Debts to the U.S. 


Atlanta—In view of this coun 
try'’s splendid generosity to the 
world, it seems important that 
Americans should know of Brit- 
ain’s gratitude and that she is 
paying her debts. 

On Dec. 31, 1953, Britain paid 


-her annual installments on her 


debt to America. The payment 
included both interest and capital 
and amounted to over $119,000,000 
and $18,000,000 respectively. 
Thus, on Dec. 31, Britain will 
have paid three annual install- 
ments covering the period 1951 


tc 1953, inclusive, and totaling 
$413,000,000. 
These are the full amounts 


which Britain is called upon to 
pay, and she is managing to meet 
her commitments in spite of the 
continuous strain on her econ- 
omy. Annual installments being 
paid to the United States are 
equivalent to something like the 
value of the goods that the United 
Kingdom sends to this country in 
four months. 

Looking at the over-all totals, 
grants and loans were made to 
Britain between Jan. 1, 1946, and 
Dec. 31, 1952, to the amount of 
2,556 million pounds. In the same 
period, Britain made grants and 
loans to overseas countries (in- 
cluding U. K. dependencies) and 
to international organizations to 
the amount of 1,504 million 
pounds.

Since then a number of reporters 
have been looking into this matter 
of East-West trade. It is not easy 
to look into, because governments 
are touchy on the subject. The pic- 
ture is by no means complete. Full 
facts are not available to the press 
as yet. However, some extremely 
interesting bits and pieces of fact 
have turned up. 

Fact one is that Moscow is ap 
parently all set for a major ex- 
pansion of its foreign trade opera- 
tions in the year 1954. The Kremlin 
spent much of 1953 negotiating new 
trade agreements around the 
world. It has added five new po- 
tential customers to its list of 
countries with which it has trade 
agreements. 

These are France, Denmark, 
Argentina, Greete, and Iceland. 
The Kremlin also has renewed old 
agreements with Norway, Sweden, 
Finland, Iran, and India. 

Fact two is that Moscow is find- 
ing new things to export from the 
Soviet Union in return for imports, 
and new places for old exports. 

Fact three is that while East- 
West trade languished during most 
of 1953, it spurted upward rapidly 
toward the end of the year. Mos-

cow is in the foreign market par- 
ticularly for consumer goods. 

Fact four is that, contrary to 
some recent publicity implications, 
Britain is not the principal or only 
trader with Communist China. The 
United States sold nothing to Com- 
munist China in 1953, but bought 
28 million dollars’ worth of Chi- 
nese goods. 

One interesting feature of this 
Soviet campaign for moré foreign 
trade is that Moscow apparently 
is not attempting seriously to buy 
strategic or military goods, but is 
interested primarily in consumer 
goods. 

United States Government policy 
does not attempt to prevent the 
increase in East-West trade as long 
as it does not involve strategic 
goods. New rules, regulations, and 
restrictions are being devised to 
prevent war goods from moving in 
the stream of non-strategic goods, 
but to cut off the stream itself 
would put the United States across 
the trading practices not only of 


‘ Britain but. also of Japan, West 


Germany, Greece, Scandinavia, 
and a number of Latin-American 
countries including Argentina and 
Brazil. 

The over-all fact appears to be 
that whether Washington likes it or 
not most of the free world is in- 
terested in increasing its trade with 
the Soviet-bloe countries and is in 
fact in the process of doing so.

A ‘Speed Trap’ 


The “speed trap’ case against 
Attapulgus in Decatur County can 
be no billed. The U.S. Highway 
27 ASSOCIATION oop ei ve 
and the Attapul- 
gus government 
seem to have 
settled out of 
court. Attapulgus 
is a community %x* 
of 457 residents 4.2m 
on U.S. 27 five 2% 
miles from the Hi 
Florida line. Its 
rigid traffic 
rules and the®g 
vigilance of its 
gendarmes had given the town 
such a notoriety among tourists 
that U.S. 27 felt the sting through- 
out its 300-plus miles in Georgia. 

So the U.S. 27 boosters had a 
talk with the people at the Atta- 
pulgus town hall. The result was 
that Attapulgus raised its speed 
limit to 35 miles an hour and 
agreed not to burn its stop-and-go 
lights around the clock. The agree- 
ment will cut down the town’s 
light bill and build good will. 

And it just goes to show that 
when men get together and talk 
reasonably, little irritations can be 
worked out without hurting any- 
one. 

The driver, tourist or otherwise, 
can help by respecting speed laws 
in Attapulgus or any other town 
that must cope with the problem 
ofa through highway. Every com- 
munity has a right to protect its 
own. That right includes cracking 
down on the fellow who would go 
through town so fast the ‘‘Wel- 
come’ and ‘‘Come Again’ read as 
if they are on the same sign. 

Speaking of speed, when the 
Youth Assembly convenes late this 
month, the Perry Hi-Y and Tri- 
Hi-Y clubs will introduce a bill 
to set a minimum speed for the 
highways. There's logic behind 
the proposal, but should a mini- 
mum speed law be written into 
the Georgia code by the regular 
Assembly, the State trooper would 
have to change his script. For 
instance, waving the slow driver 
to the road shoulder, the patrol- 
man could say, Where do you 
think you're goin’, to your moth- 
er-in-law’s!"’ 


THE TRUCK DRIVER can be a 
victim of “hypnogogic hallucina- 
tions’. So says the Harvard School 
of Public Health. The Harvard 
folks have found that sleepy truck 
drivers are apt to see some cattle 
crossing the road, a house in the 
middle of a crossing and other 
things which just aren't there. 

It’s different with the passenger 
car driver. He’s apt to see a huge 
truck in front of him, especially 
on a hill. And most of the time it's 
no hypnogogic hallucination.

According to Mrs. Elizabeth 
Armstrong, a director of the so- 
ciety, the death toll is all out of 
proportion to the population. Her 
figures read a total of 20 killed 
on Christmas Eve, Christmas 
Day and the day following Christ- 
mas. On December 28 the city 
hauled away 28 dead animals, 10 
on the 29th and 17 on the 30th. 


Behind the house are the shel- 
ters. The society recently has 
completed a new one. It is 
weatherproof and has fenced runs 
so diseased animals can be kept 
separated from the healthy. The 
old shelters still remain, cold 
concrete slabs with concrete 
block walls to cut the north and 
west winds. Under tattered pieces 
of canvas and behind boxes the 
animals hide from the weather. 
The sound of footsteps and voices 
bring them to the fence where 
they whine and wail piteously, 
their eyes pleading for release. 

Some of the dogs are old and 
have run their course. Others are 
young and obviously accustomed 
to care and companionship. Pup- 
pies are there by the litter, pa- 
thetic orphans huddled for pro- 
tection.

There was not a drop of water or 
milk anywhere.”’ 

Mrs. Armstrong fed and wa- 
tered the cats and the dogs. 

“I had guests at home,” she 
said, ‘“‘but I had to leave them.”

Ike’s Employment

WASHINGTON — More important than the 
broad outlines of policy which President Eisen- 
hower will be proclaiming this month are certain

The use of governmental power 
and funds to furnish full employ-

Under the Truman regime, the 
custom was to call for bids in 
these surplus labor communities 
and endeavor to get a manufac.

Under the Eisenhower formula, 
there is no loss to the taxpayers 
because no differential in price is 
paid to anybody. A businessman 
who goes after certain types of 
contracts gets the order if he 
comes up with the lowest price, 
and he gets the business irrespec- 
tive of whether or not he is in a 
surplus labor area. Also he estab. 
lishes the low bid for certain ar- 
ticles, 

The criticism that has come 
from the South is evidently based 
on an unfounded fear that the 
textile industries of New England 


which have been migrating south- 
ward now will be subsidized to 
Stay north. Actually the New 
England members of Congress of 
both parties who are supporting 
the plan are far more interested 
in the tax amortization feature of 
the whole formula. Than in get 
ting contracts for textile mills. 

Under existing law the Defense 
department can certify a tax 
amortization plan of five years 
for a defense plant that might 
not have much value to anybody 
once the article is manufactured 
in ample quantity for military 
purposes. Hitherto the tax de 
preciation allowance has been 
figured on the basis of 60 per cent 
of the investment. Now, however, 
the Eisenhower administration 
will promise that an additional 
15 or even 20 per cent of value 
may be used as a base for com- 
puting the depreciation if new de- 
fense plants are erected in sur 
plus labor areas. 


The philosophy of the Eisen- 
hower formula recognizes the 
responsibility of the federal gov- 
ernment to co-ordinate its huge 
program of procurement. with 
actual economic conditions, but 
without using it as a form of 
political pap or as a means of 
extravagant spending.

Dupas’ only 
hope is to box, and he couldn't box DeMarco. He wouldn't stand 
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—Dupas Was Wild With Power 


Later in the fight, Dupas tried to slug with DeMarco. This 
was a mistake, too, for every time Dupas resorted to power he 
was wild and off target. 

As Dupas flurried, the veteran DeMarco flurried with him 
and the ring became utter confusion, like a kennel with a good 
dogfight in progress. The helpless referee, Eddie (Kid) Wolf, did 
his best to maintain order, but he may as well have been sitting 
in the upper balcony. 


There wasn’t any doubt that DeMarco whipped the Pride 
of New Orleens, but the natives didn’t like the way it happened. 
They booed his bullishness, and his grappling, and his elbowing. 
They should have booed the manager who allowed this stripling 
in the same ring with DeMarco at this stage of his youth. It 
was only recently, you see, that Dupas came of age to fight 
10-rounders, and this was his first. 

And you wondered what the fellow with the Rathbone nose 
was thinking.

football and started Notre Dame on the path of gridiron greatness, 
died today. He was 62. 

Death came to Dorais In his home. He had been ailing with a 
circulatory disorder. 

It was Dorais and the immortal Knute Rockne who dis- 
covered in 1913 the forward pass could be used as a lethal weapon 
in football warfare. 

They came east in 1913 with Notre Dame, a comparatively 
unknown Midwestern school, to engage a powerful Army team. 
It was supposed to be nothing more than a warmup for the 
cadets. 

But when the afternoon sun had settled behind the plains 
of West Point, Army was a soundly beaten team by the score 
of 35-13—and the entire football world was talking about Dorais 
and Rockne. — 

Dorais, a small, quick-thinking quarterback, threw the ball 
overhand to Rockne, who played end, and other Notre Dame 
teammates who ran past-befuddied Army players and caught the 
hurtling spheroid. 

The forward pass had been used before this game—but the 
ball was thrown in an underhand method. Nobody had ever 
seen the likes of Dorais’ long, arching overhand tosses. 

He and Rockne, who later gained fame as coach of the Irish, 
worked long and hard at perfecting the forward pass. In the 
summer of 1913, they practiced hours on end in Sandusky, Ohio, 
with Dorais throwing his unorthodox passes to Rockne. 

Their hard work—and imagination—paid off that stunning 
November afternoon at West Point. Dorais completed 12 straight 
passes to Rockne and other teammates in the game which turned 
football from a veritable tug of war into a game of skill. 

In the years that followed football teams around the nation 
slowly, but surely, began realizing the importance of the overhand

Dorais outlived Rockne by 23 years. ‘‘The Rock”’ was killed 
March 31, 1931, in a Kansas plane crash. Their legend will live 
forever. 

In addition to starring on the field, Dorais also gained fame 
as a collegiate coach at University of Detroit and Gonzaga and 
in the pro ranks with the Detroit Lions. 

He was born July 2, 89! in Chippewa Falls, Wis. when he 
enrolled at Notre Dame | in 1910, his smallish 5-foot-7 frame carried 
only 145 pounds. 


Upon graduation from Notre Dame, he played briefly in pro 
football with the Massillon (Ohio) team. 

Then he began his coaching career in 1914 with tiny Du- 
buque (Ia.) College. 


He took over at Gonzaga University in 1920, bringing the 
school out of the athletic wilderness by leading it to the North- 
western conference football championship -in 1922. 

He coached the University of Detroit from 1925 to 1942, 
winning 19 straight games at one point. In 1937, he guided the 
College All-Stars to their first win in the preseason game—a 6-0 
verdict over the Green Bay Packers.
